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SOHOOL REPORT, 


Fellow Citizens: —In presenting my Report of the schools for 
the past year, allow me to congratulate you upon the success 
which has attended the efforts of all concerned and interested in 
the cause of education. 

To a judicious selection of teachers, has been supplemented 
an evident desire for improvement onthe part of the pupils, and a 
greater degree of solicitude for beneficial results on the part of the 
Prudential Committees and parents. Wecould not be disanpoint- 
ed in the standing obtained, when we consider the means and in- 
fluences brought to bear upon our schools- 

The results of the division of the money received from the State, 
appropriated to the use of schools, equally among the districts, 
are seen in the increase. efficiency and length of schools in the 
smaller districts. While it is confidently b:lieved that no injus- 
ice has been done to the larger districts by this method, the smaller 
ones have been Jarzely benefited. 

The terms of schools in districts Nos. 1, 8,9, and 11, have been 
lengthened nearly or quite one-half, while in the other districts, 
the terms have not fallen mach, if any, short of former years. 

The same method of division is earnestly recommended for the 
ensuing year. 

It is no source of pride to your Committee to be obliged from 
year to year, to report to the Supt. of Public Instruction the fact 
that, out of ten school houses in town, three are unfit for school 
purposes. d 

Permit me to recommend to districts No. 8, 9 and 11, a visit to 
the neat little school house in district No.3. A judicious outlay 
of less than $200 has changed this house from a bleak, desolate den, 
to the most cheerful cosy and comfortable school house in town. 

It is poor economy to confine our children to the repulsive and 
uninhabitable buildings called by courtesy school-houses, when we 
reflect for a moment upon the influence of such surroundings upon 
the health and minds of the scholars. Let us smooth as inuch as 
we may the ‘‘steep and rugged path up the hill of science” py fur- 
nishing good teachers and comfortable and attractive school 
rooms, 
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The following items condensed from my tabular report to the 
town, aud iny statistical report to the Supt. of Public Instruction, 
‘may be of interest as showing what has been done in the several 
school districts the past year. oe 


District No. 1. 


This district has iad twelve weeks of school, taught by Mrs. B. 
D. Colburn, a teacher of much experience and superior qualifica- 
tions for her office. 

The same teacher was employed for the year previous; and the 
Committee evinced sound judgment in securing her services the 
second year. 


District No. 2. 


Twenty-four weeks, taught by the favorite teacher of the pre- 
ceding year, Miss Eva 5. Wyatt. 

Under Miss Wyatt’s instruction, and the fostering care of the 
Prudeatial Houiinseee and parents, this school has attained a posi 
tion in the front rank. The appearance of the school room on ex- 
amination day evinced the fact that the scholars united a love of 
the beautiful with the useful, while the examination itself showed 


that this exhibitien of taste had in no way interfered with severer 


discipline and study. Long may this state of things continue ! 
District No. 3. 


Two terms, giving twenty-five weeks o* school, both taught by 
Mrs. B. D.’ Colburn. Mrs. Colburn sustained her well-earned 


reputation, and the progress made by the scholars was an addition- 


al evidence, if indeed any ve needed, of the wisdom of the Commit- 
tee and patrons in providing an ai tractive school house and secur- 
ing the continuous Services “of the same teacher. 


District No 4, 


Two terms of eight weeks each, were taught by Miss S. E. 
Green, and a winter term of six weeks by Mr. Fred S. Hall. 
Neither of these teachers had ever taught re yet their schools 
were highly creditable considered as firs otts. Should they 
continue in the profession, they will expy *ence no difficulty in 
attaining to the front rank.

District No. 5. 


C. Simpson, the teach- 
er for the previous year, “was continued in office, and the results 


show that the interests of the district sustained no loss by this 


course. 

Rapid progress was made by the smaller scholars, and the win- 
ter term brought onta class of young men, who showed much tal- 
ent and a corresponding degree of proficiency in their studies. 

Districr No. 6

No. 6 Grammar School—Same length of school as the Primary, 


and equally as saccessfal, under the administration of Miss M.

Whild individual terms have not. been infertor to any one term 
of the present year, they have been isolated, and their influence 
in a great degree, lost by the ‘fone, term system,” andats disadvan- 
tages 

Ti he Grammar Schoo! has taken a step in advance, and aithough 
not yet at the head, it occupies a much better position than it did 


“one year ago. 


Another year under Miss Merrill’s instrnetion, will be the surest 
Way to bring it to 1ts proper place in the list of schools. I carnot 
let tuis occasion pass without censuring in the severest terms those 
parents who are so unmindfal of their duty vo the schooi, to the 
public, and to themselves, as to encourage iusubordinatie n to the 
ake and also the rules of the schools, on the part of tacir chil- 

ren. 

This is the fruitful source of nearly all the mischief that paraly- 
‘zes the best efforts of the teacher, and calls into requisition the 


use. of an authority, the too frequent exercise of which can but be 
detrimental in its effect upon tiie school. 


District No. 7. 


ti terms of twenty-four weeks, taught by Miss A. W. Chase 

Miss Chase is a successful teacher, and has performed her work to 
the satisfaction of the patrons, and the benetit of the scholars. 

The improvement of the school was marked, and especially in 
Map drawing and Geography. 

By the generosit d the ability of the scholars and teacher, 
this schoo] has a sen of Outline Maps, executed by the scholars, 
which is priceless. | .¢ 


Taking the ages of the pupils into consideration, No. 7 is in- 
ferior to no school | in Rumney. 


District No. 8. 

This school reserved its money for one last grand effort, and 
secure the services of Mr. J. L. Davis, for a fall term of thirteen 
weeks. ,Mr. Davis’ exertions to bring something frum almost noth- 
‘ing, were untiring. ‘To say that ne was succe ssstul in this, would 
be to say that he accomplished in one term, the labor of years. 
What mortal man could do, Mr. Davis did: but he could vo more 
make bricks without straw, than could the ancient Israelites. A 
supreme indifference seems to haye taken possession of the people 
ol this district, in regard to their school and the consequent edu- 
cation of their children. : 

With a school term of thirteen weeks, as their entire years’ priv- 
ilege, and with the ablest and most experienced teacher that could 
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be employed, their record of attendance is unworthy of any com- 
munity. With twenty-three registered scholars, the average at- 
tendauce is only fifteen. and for 995 days of attendance there are 
502 days of absence: and more than this, and worse if possible, is 
the fact that of the 22 children in town, between the ages of five 
and fifteen not attending anv school, seven or nearly one-third are 
reported from this district. An attempt to put in force the law 
for compulsory attendance only revealed the fact that the district 
would be mulcted in costs with no satisfactory result. 
District No. 9. 

One term of fifteen weeks taught by Miss C. Belle Kelley. It 
was Miss Kelley’s first term. 

The sshool was smailer and the house one of the relics of an- 
tiquity, sombre as the tomb, and cheerless as the graveyard. 
Wiih such surroundings the only wonder is that she could infuse 
any life into her scholars, or preserve her own. 

It requires no prophetic vision, to predict for this school a suc- 
cession of teachers. And yet the fault is not at their door entirely, 
With only eight registered scholars, and an inventory as small in 
comparison, this as well as its neighbor district, No. 11, would, 
without the help of the school money received from the State, as 
Civided this year, and the biennial division of the dog tax, be com- 
paratively schooless. 

Favored citizens of the wealthier districts, do you grudge them 
this pittance by the aid of which they are enabled to give their 
scholars one-half the advantages your own enjoy? 

Miss Kelley is a young lady of fine intelligence, good education, 
and prepossessing manner. She is fitting herself tor the teacher’s 
arduous work, at the Normal School, and we hav® no hesitation 
in reecommending her-to the consideration of Prudential Commit- 
tees. 

District No. 11. 

Summer term of eight weeks, taught by Mrs. E. F. Merriam, and 
a fallterm by Mr. C. 8. Coffin. 

My remarks relating to the school houseand the school 1n district 
No.9. apply equally well to this district, and need not be repeated. 
Of the teachers, it may be said, ‘‘They have done what they 
could.” Of the scholars, that they have made the most of their 
opportunities. 

To the parents I would say make your school houses more invit- 
ing, take more interestin the welfare of your school and fulflll the 
duties you owe to the ‘‘Children whom God hath given you.”
